Par- 
agraph 21 of the constitution states, 
“The autonomy of the locel church is 
inherent and modifiable only by its 
own action, Nothing in this constitu- 
tion and the by-laws of the United 
Church of Christ shall destroy or lim- 
it the right of each local church to 
continue to operate in the way cus- 
tomary to it;...” 

Without hesitation I assure each lo- 
eal church it has nothing to fear in 
the constitution of the United Church 
in respect to its rights, privileges and 
autonomy. I urge our churches to vote 
approval of the constitution.

STUDY GROUP 'MEETS 

A Study Group, using Robert Spike’s 
little book, “In But Not of the World,” 
was begun Sunday night, August 14, at 
the First Congregational Church, 
Knoxville. Sixteen ettended the first 
session, In the group were two attor- 
neys, two engineers, a federal audit ac- 
countant, a former senator and TVA 
director, the Division Director of the 
Electro-Nuclear Research Laboratory 
at Oak Ridge, an interior decorator, 
three school teachers and five house- 
wives. The minister, Rev. A. Ray Me- 
serve, leads the group. This five-night 
study group is the first of several basic 
subjects to be covered in short courses 
this year. 
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
